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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Amended claim 1 calls for "submerged means for protecting" this raises new issues and would require further 
search and consideration.. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims are confusing: it is not clear what 
applicant is claiming since they are numerous "conditional phrases" e.g. "when the riser is connected to the vessel" and "when the riser is 
in the non-operative position". Claim 2 requires the protection means to be attached to the vessel; however, when one of the conditional 
phrases of claim 1 is false, claim 2 becomes indefinite. It appears that applicant is claiming a riser with protection means (plurality of 
separate units) and stretching or tensioning means. Since this is the case, Loset et al. '885 and Wipo '895 both teach a riser (18), 
protection means (20) and stretching or tensioning means (22). Member (22) is the tensioning means since when the riser is attached to 
the vessel and the vessel moves upwardly, member (22) is placed in tension. Applicant aruges that Loset et al. and Wipo '895 both 
disqualify as prior art because of 1 03 ( c ) exclusion. This is not the case since these references were not applied under the a 1 03 
rejection. Butler teaches riser (14), protection means (60) and strecthing or tension menas (26,32,44,46). 
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
